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R O O S E V E L T SIGNS 
ACT GIVING HIM 
MONEY POWERS 


Washington, July 6 (JP)— Acting 
swiftly. President Roosevelt signed 
today the controversial bill con­ 
tinuing his power to change the 
gold content of the dollar and to 
operate a $2,000,000,000 fund to 
keep currency relationships stable 
on the world money markets. 
The measure was finally passed 
by congress yesterday and reached 
the White House only today. The 
two monetary powers had expired 
last Friday midnight because of 
a filibuster in the senate. 
Because the powers had died, 
some legislators insisted that they 
could not be revived by the legis­ 
lation enacted today, but adminis­ 
tration men disagreed. 
Moreover, 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau said he could see no way the 
law could be attacked 
in 
the 
courts. 
Republican critics indi­ 
cated they had no plans to attack 
it there, but that the issue would 
tie threshed out in the next presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Boosted to 71.11 
After the signing of the hill, 
the treasury prepared 
to 
buy 
newlv-mined silver at 71.11 cents 
an ounce. 
This price, contrasting 
with the old price of 64-64 cents, 
was put into the bill atter a drive 
by western silverites. 
No action to change the gold 
value of the dollar was in pros­ 
pect. Administration officials have 
said they wanted this authority 
only as a reserve for emergency. 
There also wa.s believed to he no 
urgent, major task for the stabili­ 
sation fund at present, since cur­ 
rencies have been fairly stable.

As for foreign silver, the treas­ 
ury cut its price for such metal 
today to the record 1owr of 36.76 
c^nts an ounce, leading some of­ 
ficials to predict that the United 
States would no longer attem pt to 
hold the world price of the metal 
it artificially high levels.

These officials, who asked that 
their names not be used, suggest­ 
ed th a t the treasury 
might

other 
silver interests, especially 
those in India, set a m a rk e t value, 
orovided the price does not go 
jelow a yet undetermined mini­ 
mum.

day, the last day upon which for­ 
eign silver was purchased. 
The price was not only the low­ 
est ever paid by the treasury, but 
was the lowest paid by any United 
States purchaser since the sum ­ 
mer of 1933, which was a year 
before the treasury started buying 
foreign silver. 
Before that, m an­ 
ufacturers of silverware and other 
silver objects were the principal 
purchasers In this country. 
The new price contrasted with 
a peak world price of 81 cents in 
May, 1935, and was less than half 
the 71.11 cents per ounce price 
fixed in the new monetary law for ;

CUTS FOREIGN 
SILVER PRICES

After the fever of world-wide 
speculation which pushed the sil­ 
ver price above 80 cents in 193 5. 
the market relapsed seriously u n ­ 
til stabilized several months later 
at 45 cents by the treasury.

treasury kept the world price at 
this figure for more

years until in March, 1938, It per­ 
mitted a two-eent drop. 
This ac­ 
tion was taken after Mexico, the

From then on. the price 
stayed at 4 3 cents until it was cut 
on three successive days last week 
after the senate voted to prohibit 
further treasury purchase# of for­ 
eign silver, a provision later re­ 
moved by a conference committee.
